IMI) HOWTON BLOW IT 
THE BATTLESHIP MAINE I 
New York. June 15.—That Georg 
D. Boynton, a “soldier of fortune,’' 
condemned to death in Havana, blew 
up the Maine in Havana Harbor, for 
which act he was given his freedom, 
is secret information which has been 
brought to the United States secret 
service and which now is being in­ 
vestigated by the government. 
“The Spaniards,” sai dtlie inform­ 
ant to Chief Wilkie of the Secret Ser­ 
vice, “were entirely unprepared for 
the visit of the Maine, w hich, was 
sent to Havana suddenly and without 
warning. Consequently, there was no 
mine attached to the buoy at which 
she was moored, though it was stated 
that one 
would have been placed 
there if it had been so much as sus­ 
pected that she was coming. Once in 
the harbor, she had the city and its 
defenses at her mercy, for all of the 
modern guns in the surrounding forti­ 
fications faced the sea and none could 
be brought to bear on her. 
“Captain General Blanco and his 
staff did not relish having a hostile 
warship in such an advantageous po­ 
sition in the event of war with the 
United States, which they then re­ 
garded as at least a po'ssiblity, and 
it was decided to blow lu r up. under 
such conditions as might make it ap­ 
pear she had been destroyed by an 
accidental explosion of her own mag­ 
azines.
